company's plant bere on August

last, when Carpenter wag severely 
burned m the result of a flare of gas 
coming from one of the retorts. 
Carpenter bad just gone on duty 
for the day when

but Carpenter claimed that another 
employe had opened a door at

Husband is Boss in New York, 
h But Must Not Tie His 
Wife U p 


NEW YORK, June I.—A husband 
may use force to keep hie wife home 
on nights, but he cannot tie her up. 
or strap her in a chair. This unusual 
Judicial doctrine was propounded yes­ 
terday by Magistrate Joseph Fitch. 
who presides at Flushing Court, Long 
Island. Aa man y of the women lead­ 
ers ta civic and suffrage movements 
live in and around Flushing, Fitch la 
now the subject of hot criticism. He 
it married and often confesses that 
Mrs. Fitch has defied him to apply 
hie maxims of force In hts own home. 
"The law has always 
recognised 
the husband as head of the home,” 
says Fitch. 
"The wife Is only the 
Junior partner. It la her busineaa to 
do what her husband 
directs 
her 
and the law gives him the right to 
forcibly require obedience." 
"Not in California,'* 
one 
woman 
told him. 
"This is not California,'" he replied.

ARIZONA COALS PROMISING 


Although Arizona has produced no 
coal on a commercial scale, it con­ 
tains promising Helds, which may be 
profitably exploited when transporta­ 
tion is afforded and when population 
and m anufactures have 
reached 
a 
point which will provide a m arket for 
the output. 
The more Im portant of 
these fields are the Black Mesa coal 
fluids, in the Hopi and Navajo Indian 
reservations, which are included with­ 
in Coconino, 
Navajo, 
and 
Apache 
counties, and the Deer Creek field, in 
the extrem e eastern end 
of 
Pinal 
county. 
T he United States Geological Sur­ 
vey estim ates that the coal land in 
tile Black Mesa fields covers 5,920 
square miles, and that the fields con­ 
tain 14,082.000,000 
short 
tons, 
of 
which 8,000,000,000 tons are recover­ 
able, the rest being under very heavy 
cover. The Deer Creek coal field in­ 
cludes an area of 30 square miles in 
the middle of tile 
copper-producing 
region of Arizona, and, 
estim ating 
4Hat 24 inches of coal extends through 
the 30 square railes, the 
coal 
beds 
contain about 60,00n,000 short tons, 
in these fields there are two grades 
of coal—one a hard black coal, well 
adapted for transportation 
and 
for 
commercial uses and also possessing 
some coking quality; the other a soft, 
badly crushed coal, which carries a 
high percentage of ash 
and 
could 
probably not be marketed except very 
locally, 
it is believed, however, that 
us this lower grade of coal is high in 
volatile m atter it could be used for 
tim manufacture of gas, to be piped to 
the places of consumption or used in 
tile development of electrical power. 


GROCERS AGAINST SALOONS 


The grocers of a 12,000 population 
Missouri town have preached the best 
anti-saloon sermon. 
Twenty-five 
of 
the thirty doing business in the town 
are working to keep saloons out, at a 
local option election soon to be held. 
They have known the

In it under both regim es—and they 
prefer it “dry.” 
When asked why they 
prefer 
a 
“dry” town they answ er in substance 
as follows: 
If there is any business man who 
more than another should be inter­ 
ested in keeping the town dry, it Is 
the grocer. 
One saloon m akes bust* 
ness tighter than 
three competing 
grocery stores. 
The men who 
pat­ 
ronize the aaloons m ost freely 
are 
the men who cannot afford to do it. 
The result is th at some one baa 
to 
suffer. 
The family and the grocer 
with whom the family has been trad 
ing, are the sufferers. 
The saloon a1 
ways gets its money. 
The grocery 
store does business on 
credit 
and 
takes chances. 
The fact wouldn't be so sad if It 
were only a question of the grocers. 
Most of them could m anage to get 
along and compete with the saloons. 
But the families of the saloon patrons 
cannot compete with the saloons. 


The cartoon of McCutcheon 
“for 
whom will we be yelling two months 
hence?” published in yesterday’s Re­ 
publican, illustrate# how 
far 
the 
Johnson Boom, for the yice-presideucy 
has already gone outside of Califor­ 
nia. These cartoons, it Is doubtless 
understood, are not drawn by Mr. Mc­ 
Cutcheon especially for the Republi­ 
can. They are drawn for the Chica­ 
go Tribune and reproduced 
simul­ 
taneously in the Republican by ar­ 
rangement with the Tribune. 
They 
represent, therefore, not California, 
but Chicago 
publicity. The 
promi­ 
nence with which they display Gov­ 
ernor Johnson as a vice-presidential 
possibility is Chicago prominence, not 
merely Californian. 
Mr. McCutcheon’a cartoon presents 
eight possible 
Republican tickets— 
three tickets led by Roosevelt, and 
one each by Beveridge, Taft, Hughes, 
La Follette and Cummins. 
This is 
six presidential 
candidates. 
There 
are also six vlce-presidentlal candi­ 
dates—Johnson 
and 
Hadley, each 
mentioned twice, and Stubbs, Borah, 
Sherman and Bristol, each mentioned 
once. Johnson is coupled once with 
Roosevelt and once with Cummins. 
Hadley la coupled once with Roose­ 
velt and once with 
Hughes. 
The 
other four tickets are Roosevelt and 
Stubbs, Beveridge and Borah, 
Taft 
and Sherman and La 
Follette and 
Bristol. Johnson and 
Hadley 
then 
are given absolutely the best of it. 
Each Is mentioned twice, once with 
Roosevelt and once with one of the 
only 
two 
reasonably 
likely 
dark 
horses. 
In other words, 
by this 
Chicago 
standard, Governor Johnson of Cali­ 
fornia is one of the only two men 
under serious consideration in 
the 
convention city tor 
the 
vice-presi­ 
dency. This 
brings 
his 
candidacy 
very near and m akes it very real— 
and this w ithout any effort or even 
sanction on his part, and without any 
paticular endeavor on the part of his 
California friends. 
The opportunity Is very clear—we 
may even say th at the probability is 
already strong th a t Johnson of Cali­ 
fornia will be the next vice-president 
of the United States. Doubtless Gov- 
ornpr Johnson him self is not worry­ 
ing about it. 
He has a more inter­ 
esting and congenial job already. He 
would mean a good deal to the vice­ 
presidency, but it would not 
mean 
much to him. 
Doubtless also Cali­ 
fornia is divided between a selfish 
desire to retain the governor and an 
unselfish one to 
honor 
the 
nation 
through him. 
But the fact has been that at any one 
of several recent conventions 
Cali­ 
fornia could have had the vice-presi­ 
dency if we had the man for it. The 


amma strategic situation seems to be 
developing now, and we now have 
the man to oner. Future events may 
change this situation, 
and 
neither 
California 
nor 
Gfvernor Johnson 
need to be cest down much lf they 
do. But on the situation ss it stands, 
tho present outlook is that Hiram W. 
Johnson, now governor of California, 
will be vice-president of tho United 
States from March 4, 1913, to March 
4, p i7 . 
Mad,-In spite of a natural reluc­ 
tance to toes Governor Johnson from 
hts present work, we hope this will 
happen. It will put California on the 
map and the vice-presidency on the 
state. II Governor Johnson were at 
the head of any state east of the 
Rocky mountains, he would be pres 
Identlal timber right now, and the 
Roosevelt candidacy might not have 
been necessary. But, for reasons of 
geography, no Californian 
can 
be­ 
come a commanding national figure 
except from a national forum. One 
must, somehow, first get over 
the 
Rockies. The situation 
presents ul­ 
timate possibilities which no Califor­ 
nian can contemplate without a glow 
of glad hope. And, even aside from 
that consideration, it is high time the 
vice-presidency 
were 
rehabilitated. 
The office seems to have got lost in 
the shuffled scheme of things. No 
man ought to be nominated to it un­ 
less he is fitted to be president, but 
no man fit to be president wants such 
an office as the vice-presidency has 
been. The time has come to make a 
new sort of office out of it. That Is 
a job for a new’sort of man. Roose­ 
velt would have accomplished it, lf 
fate had left him in the office. John­ 
son, under Roosevelt, could accom­ 
plish IL Doubtless a new precedent 
would be established, by inviting the 
vice-president to the cabinet 
meet­ 
ings, as a sort of informal ex-offlclo 
member, and generally to be an ac­ 
tive part of the administration. He 
could fill the function, now unfilled, 
by Intermediary between the execu­ 
tive and legislative branches of the 
government. He could make of the 
vlce-presldency a positive Instead of 
a negative office. 
He could make it 
henceforward a place attractive 
to 
the only sort of men safe to have in 
IL 
That is an ambition worthy of any 
man and of any state. 
California 
would have to sacrifice something in 
contributing Governor Johnson to the 
accomplishment of this needed his­ 
toric task, and, except as a matter of 
state pride, California may not 
be 
eager to make that sacrifice. 
But it 
is worth making, if the opportunity 
should come. 
Also, it is worth fore­ 
going, without regret, if the opportu­ 
nity should turn tile other way.'

ventures, 
are d is­ 
posed to see in the Archbald case the 
answ er to the question—should the 
people be given the right to displace 
by the recall, an 
unworthy 
judge? 
Besides this question, the bigness of 
which has long been apparent to can­ 
didates 
for 
elective 
office. 
Judge 
Archbald, w hether 
guilty 
of 
m is­ 
conduct or the victim of spiteful in­ 
fluences, sinks 
into 
unimportance. 
This is adm itted by lawyers and po­ 
liticians who study 
the 
influences 
which first shape and then pave the 
way for so-called progressive legisla­ 
tion. 
No scandal in the judiciary is re­ 
cent years has brought more sharply 
to mind the urgent necessity of put­ 
ting in the hands of the people 
the 
means of publishing 
an 
offending 
judge, according to advocates of the 
recall of 
judges. 
And, 
moreover, 
they intend to make capital of 
this 
opportunity, they 
declare, 
w hether 
Judge A rchbald's accusers establish 
his guilt or not. 
In brief, long after 
the inquiry is closed the record of the 
case will be used as argum ent

pains­ 
taking and capable m em bers of At­ 
torney-General 
W ickersham ’a 
staff. 
Brown did his w ork so 
thoroughly 
th at W illiams and a score of w itness­ 
es were tied up by sw orn statem ents 
before they realised w hat w as 
hap 
pening. 
The resu lt has been 
th at 
W illiams, although loyal to Archbald 
and vainly seeking to shield him from 
blame, has succeeded In weaving

web around the accused judge

which he is not likely

W hile the recom m endations
